"Typhoid fever has been eliminat- 


ed in it? epidemic form from commu- 
nities which have wisely Invested in 


safe water supply. Smallpox is un- 


known In the 
larger 
communities 


where' vaccination is compulsory and 
n the smaller places which have con- 
tinued the practice but It is a well- 
known fact that the longer this pre- 
caution, is neglected the more certain 
is this dread 
disease, to put In Us 


I appearance. Statistics show that tu- 
berculosis has, diminished 
greatly 


since a concerted drive 
-was started 


to improve 
living 
conditions and 


segregate the sick. Much has recent- 
ly been said 
of the 
eradication of 


diphtheria by the administration of 
toxin-antitoxin to children under 12 
years of age. 
The 
experience of 


several 
communities, 
which have 


tried out this safe .preventive treat- 
ment and as a result have all but 
eliminated diphtheria, should be suf- 
ficient proof of Us worth. 


"There is a trite old saying thai 


'an ounce of prevention is r.-ortfc a 
pound of cure' and your health ofll- 


flc regulations were meant to bring 
order into the use of public thor- 
oughfares and not to make rcspec- 
able citizens feel that thev lud in 
hem the makings of desperate crim- 
inals. 


"Every violation of the traffic reg- 


ulations is not worthtaking a motor- 
ist into court. 
There are slight in- 


tractions that best can be disposed of 
IJ.v warning on the part of the offi- 
cer. 
Everyone Is likely to be absent- 


minded at times and that is the chief 
factor In slight variations from the 
practice a motorist is legally requir- 
ed to follow. 
A warning in'such in- 


stances 
probably 
will have much 


more 
effect 
than an arrest 
The 


motorist will be more likely to re- 
member what he has done wrong and 
avoid it in the future. 


"I believe that a warning might 


replace arrest when there evidently 
is no indication of willful 
miscon- 


duct. But, where 
an automobile 


driver 
deliberately 
or negligently 


breaks the law, 
then he should be 


dealt- with severely for the protec- 
tion of others who use the highways 
when offenses 
are 
serious, there 


should be no compromise. 


"The preference of warning to ar- 


rest in' minor cases is not based on a 
desire to make traffic 
regulations 


more lax, but rather on the principle 
that It is best to insist on strict en- 
forcement of those of more conse- 
quences. Because of crowded court 
dockets, a great number of traffic 
cases either are dropped eventually 
or must receive much less attention 
than the offense deserves. If arrests 
were confined to cases of actual con- 
travention of tbe law and disregard 
of public safety and it more atten 
lion were given to the qualification 
of drivers, our traffic control system 
would be vastly Improved."
